the far West to the large Eustern cities, was not near
80 great ne now, and thote who showed any uncoms
mon Lraits of charscter became soon known, aod had
their merit canviesed. In his new sphere the subijact
of thls dkeleh addrossod himpell to the ek of @ sus-
tuining hin reputation for energy, integrity and man-
Iiness, Tor he was astuts enowgh to know thal sooh
qnililllm make o more lasting and favorable Impres-
slon mmong business men than the most brilliant ac-
complisbinents, and 48 the sequel shows, he was cor-
rect in bis ul.mflnuou.

Co,, of Phlladelphis, asking permission to take Juy,
whose churncter be had heard spuked of very com-
mendably, into his establishment, and aford him
that whieh be had the greatest nmbition to nequirve, o
thorough knowlodge of banking.

The truth 8 that before the war Jay Cooke had
been at the head of one of the le nge baty kg
houses in be countey, haed Riready acquired tho ex-
perience of a quarter of A ceniary ae a banker and
generil fuaneier, nnd had also acoumulated & hand-
eomie foriafde of his own. He had neither lived nor
traneacted bosiness in Sindosky winee ho laft ftasa
toy o goto Philadelptin g nod in 1860, Before B30’
were dreenmed of, he was aekuowledged 1o be one
of the most proominent and soccesnfol bankers in the
couulry. He had not contented hRimsell with o
knowledge of the trendmlill routine of discovnting
noten and shaving apenrrent monoy, but had earefolly
sttdied and thoroug hly mastered the sclence of finance
in ite beel and Brosdest slgniftention, He had made
himeell nequidnted with the Onanciki systens of other
Innds, senrching o all Tor thelr elpments of strengih
or wenkness,  Helng & thorongh enthnsiast in his
voeation, e had made It the study of & life, and tgal,
too, ander the most favorsble circomstances. Ha
ledried bis lesedn Ih the school of experionce and
entergd upon his business iife o n leadlog banking

Thavevent left nluwtipg improssion npon his mind,
and firel lod him to look helow tho sarfnce and stndy
thoa first principles of commerce, trade amd finsnce.

in America, snd posxessed of what, in other times,
wauld have boen deemed an ample fortnne.

The prevalent impression regurding the sourece of
Mr. Cooke’™s present wealth and the amount realleed
feom negotlating the government loans, s éven more
erioneous, In the Nres «plucy, the Treasnry Depart-
ment did not avail imell of Conko'n nesistance nntil
it had utterly fallod iteclf to disposke of the goyern-
ment bouds fast enongh to meet. the Inerpnaing do-
mande of the war. Upited States sovnrities werv a
vew thing ta the people, and they hold nloof from in-
vesting their bard-earned money in them until they
vnderstood thelr charagtor more Mlly, and until they
wrre convineed that IIJ}‘Ielnline maney Lo the govarn-
ment they were doing a good thing for themusolves anid
the couniry s b s wood, ot the Josu waes Lhoroughly
poplarized, )

At 1 tithe when nll othep expodients had failed, and
the government kuew not which way to tarn for
funde, Jay Cooke undertook the rask of popularizing
| pegotinting the Joan then suthdorized. Belng ‘I‘
Jeading lauker In the country, with extensive busi-
ners connections In Amerien nnd Europe, posscssing
the confidence of prominent men, and, above all,
brluging W bear upon the sobject un enthusinstic
faith in the puteiotism and pride of the people, he
seemed to the depurinient tobejan eligibie man for
the work, and n jeontrict was made wuﬁ him accord-
ingly, 1In all foreign Innde government loans are in-
variabily pegotinted through private bankers, and
there banks are pald from two and a balf to five por
cent, sommission on thelr snles, besides being gua-
rantied from loss, Our government offered Cooke
nve-pighths of oue per gent, on the awmount of  his
,he to assnme sl riske and pay ull costs, This
wih far less'than what i d nlroady cost the govern-
ment 1o sell bonds Heell, and only about one-eighth
part of what English, Freneh and Germian baokers re-
ceive fur the same service, nnnceompraied by riske,

Covke, however, accepted the offer, and enlered
with fire nud e¢nergy upon hie herculean nndertaking,
The maryelons success which crowned his labora is
of isell a4 feaguve ln the four years' stroggle, Out of
hls tive-oighthe of one per cent. commission, Cooke
patd one-fourth of one per cont. to the banks of the
country as snb-sgents for their services in tHememinnt-
fng the foan, deliveripg the bouds sod transmitting
the proceeds, Onot ol his remnining three-elehtlis he
pald s emall army of travellng agents, clerks aud ge-
eretaries, and bills for the mont extensive kind of ad-
vertising,  Indeed, Cooke's great and singular sue-
cess ln negotiating penrly fificen hundred milltons of
United States bonds, wis doe In a great measare Lo
hie unparalleled ase of printer’s Ink, His appeain to
the people throughont the columns of every uews-
puper in the Inud told irresistibly in the end.

?um informed that at otio time. when the first loan
warstarted, the house of Jay Cooke & Uo. was out of
pocket to the amonnt of hall & milllon dollars for ad-
vertising and other exponses connectod with the lunn_.
while gothing could bo shown for the outlay; and ir
the bonds had theo falled to =ell, as they bned when
offered by the government, this nmonnt would have
been a dend loee to Cooke, ne Ne conld have had no
legpal elnlm. for reimbursement on the Preasary, Hud
hit depended wholly or mainly on his government
comnmission for the realization of & fartnne the con-
clusion is, he might have been disappointed.

The lakge amount of woney wade by Jay Cooke
nud lils firm within the past lew yenrs lins been
clhiley derived from the enormons business which has
poured in npon them in consequence of thoir prestige
as priblic bankers. [d this way he has been vastly
benefifted by his connection with the governmant
loan: but It 15 the legithmste frult of his exertion und
faithimuess, and co-ts the psople nothing. From his
government commissions he galned comparatively
itile, but from his governmetit connection he hbs ge-
cired what General Grant and others hive obtalned, n
reputation, ind this now brings him in Iliuuurml giin,
ne it Urlpge the mililary herogs promotion aud pullii-
eal preferment, —_

Howaver, if with all his financial skill be did not
exhibit a spirit of benevolence and unselfiahiness, §
wonld be difealt for hing to escapo Lhe reprodch of
belng slmply grasplig nod avariclone: bot, aceording
o pome, Jay Cooke gives away in noostontations
charity half hig entire ocome, BHelog sn active and
earnest member af the Episcopal Charch, much of his
benevolence thkes a religiour chaonel, He has do-
nated g46,000 to Kenyon College, at Gambler, Ollo,
and helped to endow kevern cducational institutions
il Pennuylvanin. e has built & neat chupel, at hin
own cxpense, for the resldents of Put-in-Bay Island,
nenr Sandneky, sid bas erected sevoral country
courehies in the vielnity of his home on Chelten Hills,
pear Philsdelphin. Ty s town he Is very popular,
He pots on no alee; dresses plainly, Is inclined to be
jovial in his mapper, and nover once forgets the
place or the people that knew him before he dreamed
Of belug & millidoaire,
